SMOKING AND HIV 

Every time I ask smokers if they’d like to 
quit their habit, they usually respond to me with a 
resounding “yes!” Typically, they hesitate very little, 
if at all, when providing this answer. Yet, many of 
these same people continue to prop cigarettes on 
their lips, reach for the nearest lighter and smoke 
away. 

While this may seem to be a foreign concept 
to many, it is reality. Everyday, different groups of 
people use tobacco in one way, shape or form despite 
the vast anti-tobacco messages that are displayed 
daily for all to digest on television, radio, the internet, 
billboards, newspapers and magazines. 

According to the American Cancer Society, in 
2004, about 44 million American adults among the 
general population smoked tobacco. Considering 
the population of the country is approximately 300 
million, the amount of people actively smoking is 
significant. 

However, if you’re HIV positive, you fall into 
a very different category of even more staggering 
statistics. For instance, the New York State 
Department of Health AIDS Institute in 2006 reported 
that of the people living with HIV or AIDS in this 
country, 50% to 70% of them were smokers. Do the 
math on this one and your head will spin. 

This simply begs the question of why? Why 
do HIV positive people smoke so much? There are 
very good and very lengthy answers for this question 
as much research has been done in this realm. So, 
while it’s important to understand why our friends 
and family who are HIV positive smoke at such 
high rates, it’s even more 
important to underscore the 
dangers they face. 

If you’re HIV positive 
and smoke, know that your 
smoking further inhibits the 
functionality of your immune 
system. It weakens it 
and your ability to fight 
infections. Additionally, 
smoking can cause more 
side effects from your HIV 


medications. For example, you may experience 
increased nausea and/or vomiting from your meds 
if you smoke compared to those who don’t smoke. 

Another major concern to those with HIV who 
smoke is their risk of cancer. One study suggests 
that cancers associated with the mouth and throat, 
lungs and other bodily organs can actually begin at 
much earlier ages than previously thought. Typically 
these cancers can be more virulent in smokers who 
are HIV positive. HIV positive women who smoke 
may be at an increased risk for acquiring Human 
Papilloma Virus (HPV) as well. 

Other health problems further complicated by 
someone with HIV engaging in the habit of smoking 
include heart disease, weaker bones and liver 
disease. The Tobacco Related Disease Research 
Program reports that smoking also impacts HIV 
positive persons because it may cause higher rates 
of mental and emotional issues including depression, 
anxiety and anger. 

Like so many other things, fighting the use of 
tobacco can be a daunting task for many especially if 
you’re an HIV positive smoker. But, help is available 
for you if you want it. Smoking cessation programs 
are available in all shapes and sizes. 

Your doctor can prescribe medication to help 
you quit using tobacco. You might be able to wear 
an arm patch or chew special gum to stop. Some 
join local support groups in an effort to combat 
the nicotine addiction. The web is filled with great 
sites that deal with smoking cessation including 
gaysmokeout.net and cancer.org to name just two. 

Whether you casually talk to your doctor, pick 
up a brochure on stopping the 
use of tobacco or glance at 
anti-tobacco website, it might 
just be the first seemingly 
insignificant step you need to 
take to make a big difference 
in your life.

UUPLAN AND EQUALITY ADVOCATES 
LOBBY FOR LGBT LEGISLATION: 

HB 1400, SB 761 and Discourage HB 1250

The Unitarian Universalists 
of Pennsylvania Legislative 
Advocacy Network (UUPLAN), 
allied with Equality Advocates 
of Pennsylvania (EAP), held a 
lobby day on Tuesday, January 
29th. UUs from across the 
state of Pennsylvania visited PA 
representatives and senators to 
encourage them to support HB 
1400 and SB 761 - extending the 
Human Regulations Act to include 
equal rights to employment, 
housing, lending and public 
accommodations to all citizens 
regardless of sexual orientation, 
gender identity or expression. 

UUPLAN also discouraged co¬ 
sponsorship of SB 1250, defining 
marriage between one man and 
one woman. 

Over 50 PA Citizens met at St. Michael’s 
Lutheran Church on State Street, Harrisburg 
including 23 UUs from 6 different UU 
churches between Central PA and Philadelphia. 
Stacy Sobel, Executive Directory, and Jake 
Kaskey Education and Outreach Coordinator, 
of Equality Advocates provided a strategy 
session in the morning and a debriefing in 
the afternoon. UUPLAN Leaders supplied 
members with pages of detail showing how all 
the Pennsylvania representatives have acted on 
various legislation related to gay marriage and 



hate crimes. They split into groups based on 
the region of the state they were from. Each 
group sub-divided in order to visit as many 
senators and representatives as possible. Many 
had meetings setup, some had general catch- 
times, others meetings were simply walk-ins. 


The UUPLAN and EAP teams were fortunate if 
they actually found a senator or representative 
to talk with. In most cases, the small groups 
would leave material for the legislator to 
review and make their positions clear to the 
representative's office staff. 

Twelve members of the Unitarian Church 
of Harrisburg (UCH) were just one group of 
many within the UUPLAN & EAP lobbyists. 
They roamed the capital halls and met with 
representatives from 4 senators' offices and 7 
representatives' offices. They delivered letters 
signed by over 100 UU congregation members 
in support of HB 1400 and SB 761. They also 
delivered a map of PA titled “Pennsylvanians 
Support Legislation Banning Discrimination 
Based on Sexual Orientation, Gender Identity 
or Expression.” The percentages in favor or 
opposed are filled in for all regions of the state. 
They range from 60% in favor vs 30% opposed 
in southwest Pennsylvania to 85% in favor vs 
11% opposed in Philadelphia. 

Key points that were repeated from office to 
office: 

- UUPLAN supports equality for all people 
including gay and lesbians. 
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- UUPLAN is against any form of amendment 
to the constitution which creates unequal 
rights. 

UUPLAN is a faith based organization 
and these beliefs are shared by many other 
churches including St. Michaels Lutheran 
Church and Metropolitan Community Church 
(MCC); don’t allow other religions to speak for 
all faiths. 

- The movie "For the Bible Tells Me So” was 
recommended as an educational tool for all 
legislators to review when considering any 
legislation that affects the GLBT community. 

As described by the organization Pennsylvania 
for Marriage, SB 1250 has a simple goal: 
"protect the definition of marriage as the union 
between one man and one woman and prevent 
creation of civil unions (or other terms used to 
give all the legal benefits of marriage under a 
different name).” SB 1250 was introduced by 
Senator Mike Brubaker and co-sponsored, so 
far, by Senator Mike Folmer. 

The Policy and Communications Director 
for Mike Folmer, Joe Sterns, made time for a 
lengthy discussion on SB 1250. Two married 
couples, Alanna Berger & Blaise Liffick and 
Sparkie Radcliffe & Brian Kahler had the 
opportunity to enlighten Sterns on many 
concepts that make up their firm stance on 
equality for all. 

Sterns explained the need to protect marriage 
in terms of a continuum between the moral and 
the immoral. Since Sen. Folmer represents a 
significant portion of Lancaster, home to many 
traditional conservatives, including Amish 
and Mennonites, he gave, for example, Amish 
marriage being highly moral on one end. From 
a “Devil’s advocate point of view” he used 
bestiality as an example on the immoral end this 
continuum. Same sex marriage fit somewhere 
on that continuum along with incest, polygamy 
and pedophiles. Stern’s argument questioned: 
If we allow same sex marriage, what’s to 
prevent all the other items on the continuum 
from becoming legalized? 

It was explained that Folmers 48th district, 
similar to the district of Senator Brubaker, is 
filled with citizens of a conservative nature, 
who's social value systems are different from 
those in other parts of the state. When 


UUPLAN is an organization of Unitarian 
Universalists in Pennsylvania who are working 
together to advocate for Unitarian Universalist 
social justice values at the Pennsylvania state 
legislature in Harrisburg. 

UUPLAN will focus its advocacy efforts on 

issues that come before the Pennsylvania state 
legislature. Within that context, UUPLAN may 
bring Unitarian Universalist values into the state 
legislative conversation on issues such as these: 

• Human rights 

• Economic justice 

• Racial justice 

• Environmental stewardship and sustainability 

• Access to health care 

• Non-violent methods of conflict resolution 

For 2007-2008, UUPLAN has chosen to focus 
mainly on human rights for the LGBT community, 
specifically HB 1400 and SB 761. A secondary 
issue that is not currently before the state 
legislature is the accuracy, accessibility, and 
integrity of the voting process.

presented with these conservative religious 
viewpoints, Blaise Liffick pointed out that 
he has his own religious rights and that our 
constitution guarantees that laws are not 
passed that impact our religious beliefs, as this 
marriage amendment does. 



SB 1250 is an extension of traditional beliefs, 
says Sterns, although he, himself, pointed out 
that we can’t base legislation on tradition alone, 
otherwise African Americans couldn’t vote 
and we'd have a king instead of a president. He 
referred to his constituent’s traditional beliefs 
in the Old and New Testament. 

A report (available on PanzeePress.com) was 











referenced by Sterns that indicates gay marriage is detrimental to society. Sterns tells us that 
France, not known to be strictly conservative, has allowed gay marriage, but is switching back to 
preventing it. 

Joe Sterns was articulate, took time to discuss his views, listened well to the points made 
by UUPLAN and delved into discussions for the reasons of our state of affairs. Many views Sterns 
expressed left concerns about his knowledge of those hurt by the legislation of his office. Sterns 
questioned if it's UU s contention that homosexuality is a choice. He emphasized that gay people 

want same sex marriage for symbolic reasons. 
Sterns asked what the average age of a gay man 
is. He regarded questions about Vice President 
Cheny s hypocrisy concerning his daughter’s 
gay marriage as an attack on the daughter. 
Although Sterns gave UUPLAN two hours to 
listen to their points of view, these points were 
left without a final understanding of his ideas. 
Sterns continued these topics through an email 
correspondence printed in the accompanying 
article. 


Al Gore Endorses The Freedom to Marry 

Press release from “Freedom to Marry’' 

(New York, January 23, 2008) 

As the country awaits state high court decisions in marriage cases 
brought by couples in Connecticut, California, and Iowa; the New 
Jersey legislature prepares to deal with the reality that civil unions 
work; and the 11th Annual Freedom to Marry Week (Feb. 10-16) approaches, Nobel Laureate 
Al Gore has added his voice in support of ending same-sex couples' exclusion from marriage. 

In a personal video posted on Current TV January 17, shortly before Martin Luther King, Jr. 
Day, Al Gore spoke out in favor of the freedom to marry. The former vice president stated: “I 
think that gay men and women ought to have the same rights as heterosexual men and women, 
to make contracts, to have hospital visiting rights, to join together in marriage, and I don’t un¬ 
derstand why it is considered by some people to be a threat to heterosexual marriage to allow 
it by gays and lesbians.” 

In response to Gore’s unequivocal and heartfelt statement making the case for marriage 
equality, Evan Wolfson, founder of Freedom to Marry and author of Why Marriage Matters: 
America, Equality, and Gay People's Right to Marry (Simon & Schuster 2004), said, "Al 
Gore, a true world leader, explains it perfectly. The freedom to marry is about protecting all 
families and promoting loyalty and love and commitment. As on so many crucial questions. 
Gore gets it right, and shows what leadership really means." 

Freedom to Marry is the gay and non-gay partnership working to win marriage equality 
nationwide. Launched in 2003, Freedom to Marry is headed by Evan Wolfson, nationally rec¬ 
ognized as a central "architect of the marriage equality movement." Freedom to Marry guides 
and focuses this social justice movement on a nationwide level, serving as a strategy and sup¬ 
port center for national, state, and local partners, a catalyst that drives and shapes the national 
debate on marriage equality, and an alliance-builder fostering support from non-gay allies.

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Follow-up Correspondence with Joe 
Sterns, Policy and Communications Di¬ 
rector for Senator Mike Folmer. 



As per the accompanying article in this Panzee 
issue, UUPLAN and Equality Advocates Penn¬ 
sylvania held a lobby-day to visit Pennsylvania 
senators and representatives. They were 
pleased to be given two hours to discuss their 
viewpoints with Joe Sterns and listen to his 
counter points. At the end of the meeting, many 
points had been raised, but time ran out to ex¬ 
plain Stern's views. Sterns followed up with the 
below correspondence. 

Tradition 

You used Tradition for one reason to define gay 
marriage as one man and one woman. You yourself 
said tradition alone is not a good reason to amend 
the constitution. You pointed out that if we went 
by tradition, we would still have kings and African 
Americans wouldn’t be able to vote. You didn’t have 
the opportunity to express what weight tradition 
has in defining marriage through state or federal 
law. What weight does tradition have? 

Tradition should be weighted very heavily. Tradi¬ 
tion keeps order within cultures and societies by 
establishing predictability through custom, which 
humans prefer so they can best manage their lives 
in the world they live in. Heterosexual marriage is 
a long-standing tradition in all of western culture. 
Opponents of gay marriage view it, to some degree, 
as a largely untested social experiment which “goes 
against the grain.” Heterosexual marriage has deep 
roots in the ludeo-Christian culture that perme¬ 
ates America. Heterosexual "behavior” is also 
much more common due to being more “natural,” 
lending to its tradition as being socially acceptable. 
People within particular societies and cultures tend 
to gravitate toward what is more natural and thus 

more common. All this being said, tradition alone 
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cannot reign supreme; if a particular tradition vio¬ 
lates natural law and the unalienable rights of men, 
or otherwise harms society, then tradition is inher¬ 
ently flawed. The question then becomes whether 
or not prohibition of homosexual marriage falls into 
the category of violating the inalienable rights of 
men (mankind). 

8 vs 2 

You noted a statistic that you get 8 vs 2 calls that are 
Pro vs Con for defining a marriage to be between 
one man and one woman. Can you be specific 
about this statistic? 

Statistically, for every two correspondences Sen. 
Folmer’s office receives in favor of homosexual mar¬ 
riage, we get roughly eight opposed to homosexual 
marriage. Each person’s correspondence is weighted 
only one time. These results should not be con¬ 
strued as being scientific. 

Symbolic 

You pointed out that one of the reasons gay people 
want to get married is symbolic. Unfortunately, 
you never got the chance to express if and how this 
weighed in the decision of supporting a consti¬ 
tutional amendment. How does the desire for a 
symbol of love effect your decision to request an 
amendment to the constitution? 

The proponents of the Marriage Amendment have 
no interest in trying to prohibit the non-legal, i.e. 
symbolic, aspects of homosexual unions. 

Report 

Can I get a copy of the report you discussed that 
gives evidence that gay marriages are damaging?

Reason 

You started to say "The reason given for a consti¬ 
tutional amendment..." but never finished. This 
trailed off into a discussion of what other states 
are doing and how should other states effect our 
state. What is the reason given for a constitutional 
amendment to restrict marriage to one man and 
one woman? 

States like PA have an interest in protecting the 
collective political will of the majority of its citizens 
from that of majorities in other states, such as MA, 
w hich have different social values systems. The U.S. 
Constitution requires states to honor each other’s 
civil contracts, a concept which pro-homosexual 







activists have tried to expand out to include (gay) 
marriage. This produces a situation whereby, 
through judicial fiat, one state’s political will can be 
imposed on another state, at least in terms of the 
legality of homosexual marriage. The only way for a 
state that wishes to prohibit homosexual marriage 
from having homosexual marriage imposed upon it 
via court rulings would be for PA to have a clause in 
its state constitution defining marriage as an institu¬ 
tion between one man and one woman. 

Choice 

You asked if it's UU's contention that there is no 
choice to being homosexual. You implied that 
your office believes there it is somewhat of a choice 
made. Would you care to elaborate on your conten¬ 
tion in this matter? Is it a choice? If it is a choice 
how does that effect the decision of law? Does your 
office think homosexuality can be cured? 

Our office has no definitive viewpoint on whether 
homosexuality is a matter of nature, or nurture, or 
whether - in the case of nature - it can be “cured." 
To the layperson, logic would seem to indicate that 
those who are homosexual through nature can be 
"cured," as we "cure” many other intrinsic "abnor¬ 
malities" such as alcoholism and schizophrenia. 
Please do not misconstrue anything in this answer 
to necessarily categorize homosexuality as a disease. 
The nature of the question was such that the answer 
is difficult to compose without somewhat of a con¬ 
notation of homophobia due to the usage of words 
like “cure.” 

Cheney's Daughter 

You stated that questions related to Cheney's 
daughter are an attack on his daughter. Can you 
explain how such questions are an attack? 

I cited Vice President Cheney, his daughter, and 
their relationship as an example of how many who 
protest gay marriage can do so with a “love the 
sinner, reject the sin," approach. I mentioned that 
presidential candidate John Kerry, during a debate 
with President Bush, coyly alluded to Cheney’s 
daughter’s homosexuality as a thinly veiled way 
to get Christian voters to part ways with Cheney 
because his daughter is homosexual. This kind of 
cheap shot should not be tolerated by heterosexuals 
or homosexuals. 

Slippery Slope 

Several times while you stated you were "Playing 
the devil's advocate", you discussed a slippery slope 


with the Amish marriage on one end and bestiality 
on the other. Somewhere on this slope you include 
gay marriage, polygamy, pedophiles and bestiality. 
Would you like to provide a written statement of 
this viewpoint, or should I print it the way I heard 
it? 

Please use this as the official statement: Ultimately, 
our federal and state government, each with three 
branches, must decide what is “right,” and what is 
“wrong." What is "wrong," arguably is what is not 
morally acceptable or wholesome for society. Thus, 
prostitution is illegal. Polygamy is illegal. Bestial¬ 
ity is illegal. Pedophilia and necrophilia are illegal. 
These things fit along a continuum of societal 
behavior, and further are judged by the people 
through their elected representation in government, 
and the courts. Homosexuality among consent¬ 
ing adults, like heterosexuality among consenting 
adults, is not prohibited. Homosexual marriage, like 
polygamy, is a horse of another color. Marriage is 
a special tradition in western culture, long revered 
as an institution held sacred for one man and one 
women, ostensibly to raise children (which are 
produced through intercourse, which consummated 
marriage). Proponents of heterosexual marriage 
argue that to allow marriage between two men, two 
women, one man and several w'omen, one woman 
and several men, a man and an animal, a man and 
a child, etc., is to diminish the sacred traditional of 
heterosexual marriage to a socially intolerable level.

One for the Money, Two for the Show 

As I write this, Barack Obama has just 
beaten Hillary Clinton better than 2 to 1 
in the South Carolina Democratic primary 
vote. By the time you read this, that will 
be very old news. You know the outcome 
of the 23 Super Tuesday primaries and 
caucuses, as well as the too early Florida 
contest (which may or may not count). 
How I envy you your knowledge—I could 
make a fortune betting the point spreads 
tomorrow. 

Or not. Damned if I can figure out how 
this actually works. Apparently, because 
of the arcane and occult systems the two 
major parties have for defining and select¬ 
ing the several categories of delegates for 
their conventions—district level, at large, 
party leaders/elected officials, pledged, 
unpledged, and super delegates—no one 
is officially ahead. I don’t know what they 
toke-up in the proverbial smoke-filled back 
room these days with tobacco out of fash¬ 
ion, but it’s giving me a headache. CNN is 
currently (Sunday the 26th) guesstimating 
that Clinton is ahead with 230 delegates to 
Obama’s 152 and John Edward’s 61. 



In the end the only vote that really matters 
is the vote of the Electoral College on the 
15th of next December. (Well, it’s only 


official when Congress counts the votes 
and certifies the results on January 6th next 
year, but the bookies will pay off before 
then if they know what’s good for them.) 
This may not seem very democratic-with- 
a-small-d, but of course the official results 
usually correspond to the popular vote cast 
the First Tuesday of November, with a few 
notable exceptions: 1824, 1876, 1888, and 
... when was that last time? Oh yes, the 
year of our Lord 2000. 



The talking heads have been making a big 
deal all weekend about the black vote and 
the female vote. Black voters turned out 
in record numbers for a South Carolina 
primary and, if the exit polls I read are near 
right, roughly 3 quarters of them voted for 
Obama. But as more than one black wom¬ 
an has remarked of late, “Obama? I don’t 
trust black men!” A quarter of the black 
vote went to a white candidate, mostly 
the female one, Clinton. Black America 
is not a monolithic voting block. And the 
converse is true too. About a quarter of the 
white Democrats went for Obama; half of 
the white voters under 30 years of age. It 
looks like it is possible that the Democratic 
Party could nominate a black man as their 
candidate for the United States presidency. 
Of course you, living 9 days or more in my 
future, have a much clearer view with well 
over half of the delegates that common 
folk can vote for apportioned. Edwards is 
already trailing so far behind it appears in¬ 
evitable that if the Dems’ candidate is not a 
black man it will be a woman. It looks like 
real social progress. America has grown 
up. A woman actually has a fair shot at 
becoming the U.S. president, a generation 










after even the British Conservatives made 
a woman prime minister. Or a black man 
could win. The grotesque sin of the en¬ 
slavement of Africans in British America 
and then the United States for more than 
two and a half centuries has been followed 
by another one and a half centuries of a 
cruel racist division that has been one of 
the defining characteristics of this nation 
supposedly dedicated to the proposition 
that all men (and women?) are created 
free and equal. Now an African American 
stands poised 2 steps from the pinnacle. 

Most people I know are very excited about 
this. I hear that it is inevitable that the 
Democratic candidate will win because the 
Republican Party is so thoroughly discred¬ 
ited by the Bush/Cheney administration’s 
utter incompetence and general evilness. 
But I fear that is a crock of very brown 
guacamole. With his war cratered and our 
economy tanking, it’s a lead pipe cinch that 
George W. Bush would not get reelected 


this year if he could run, but that does not 
mean that no Republican could. On the 
contrary. 

Bill Clinton was the only really good and 
viable candidate that the Democratic Party 
has nominated for president since 1964. 
Humphrey, McGovern? Do you remem¬ 
ber their voices? Jimmy Carter couldn’t 
have beaten any Republican but Jerry 
Ford. Mondale, Dukakis? Clowns facing 
ringmasters. Gore was just barely able to 
beat Dubya, for god’s sake, and still lost. 
The arrogant patrician Kerry? I feel ill. The 
Democrats are going to do it again, stand 
on principle and idealistically nominate an 
un-electable. The liberals of the north¬ 
east and the west coast might think that 
a woman or a black man could win the 
presidency, but I fear the heart of darkness 
still beats in the white heartland of mid 
America, racist and sexist. The beast will 
vote for a white man. A Republican.
